LONDON, Aug, 28.—Rear Admiral

LONDON, Saturday, Aug. 29.—The 
Daily Chronicle, in an editorial on 
“Vandalism at Louvain,” after enum- 
erating the art treasures of the Hotel 
de Ville, the university. library, and 
the er college buildings, says: 

“ All- this and much more has been 
razed to the ground by the Germans, 
not .as.an- inevitable incident in a 
bombardment or in street fighting, but 
in cold bloo@ as a: punitive measure. 

“It is. said the Belgian civilians fired 
on the German troops. The Belgians 
deny it, but, suppose it were true; 
what then? - Would any one say, if 
' Cossacks*rode into Drésden or Munich 
and shots were fired at them. from the 
steps of the Dresden Royal Gallery or 
the Pinacothek, that they were justi- 
fied in burning those great ‘art col- 
lections?: Yet the-case is an --exact 
parallel. 

“It is treason to civilization. War 

on, non-combatants ig.bad enough, but 
this {s war On posterity to the re- 
motest géenerations.. It ig tragic for 
individuals to die; but in a few years 
we must die, an¥how, and others will 
come after: who may more than Te- 
place. us. . But. these trophies of .art 
and civilization,.these triumphs and 
stepping-stones of the human. soul, 
néed never have died; and now, dead, 
they are irreplaceable.” 
» The editorial suggests that it is. the 
Kaiser's duty to have the officers re- 
sponsible for the destruction of Lou- 
vain court-martiaied and cashiered, 
and adds: 

“Whether he: takes this course or 
does not will make~no difference to 
our duty, whichis to assure Belgium 
at.once of what redress we can. There 
are some injuries’ that cannot be 
recompensed in money. 

We do not mean that the Allies, if 
victorious, should indulge in reprisais. 
It would not undo-the burning. of Lou- 
| Yain for us to burn down Nuremburg. 
But we do seriously suggest that any 
terms dictated to Germany should in- 
cludé a demand that specific art treas- 
ures from the Berlin, Munich, and 

Galleries should be. handed 
over to the Belgian nation.

MALINES A DESERTED CITY. 


Only 200 Inhabitants There of 
60,000—Half the Houses Ruined. 
Special Cable to THE New YORK Times. 
GHENT, Aug. 28, (Dispatch to The 
London. Daily News.)—I have just 
been. talking to the. latest. refugees | 
from Malines, who left there yesterday 
about 4 6’clock, during a lull in the, 
fighting. Out of 60,000 inhabitants, | 
said a business man, hardly 200 were 


left in the town. Many are dead; the | 


rest have fled. ° 

“It has been a hell,” he said. “ Since 
Monday the town has been shelled by 
one side or the other. 
the square, and half the houses are 
in ruins. Old people and young have 
been killed. Yesterday I found a quiet 
man of 83, whom I had known for 
years, lying in one of the trenches by 
the roadside,: utterly exhausted by his 
flight, with his. face in.a pool of water.

Northern’ France is now cleared of 
the troops of the Allies from Arras to 
, Calais, and ‘the way lies open for the 
advance of the German invasion to 


the ‘River Somme. * The left. of “the 
line of the allied armies ‘has. been 
drawn back and is being stubbornly 
héld= by the British troops betweon 
Arras and. Maubeuge. No. mentioh in 
the reports is made of any French 
troops between Arras and Maubeuge, 
nor has there been mention, of the 
arrival of British reinforcements at 
. the. front. It is certain, however, that 
Great Britain has been rushing to the 
front as fast as transportation could 
be provided all of her regular army 
except her coast. garrisons. The fifty- 
five-mile stretch from Arras to Mau- 
beugé would require a force of 200,000 
men for its defense, and this is ex- 
actly the estimated strength of the 
mobile portion of the British regular 
Army. 

The day’s developments show clearly 
that France is following the plan. of 
operations drawn up by Gen. .Ferron, 
who was Minister of War from 1887 to 
1889, This plan was givén at length in 
this‘ column of THe NeW YORK Tima 
{on Saturday, Aug. 22, when it was, 
stated, ‘The French should not contest 
the Northern Belgian border, but they 
should leave it open to induce the Ger- 
mens to attack by this route. * * * 
A strong French Army was then to 
advance into Germany down the Mo- 
selle. and‘ gain the advantage of cut- 
ting: the’ German line of communica- 
tions.”’. The first part of this plan 
has now been. carried out; the second 
part of the plan ‘should be developed 
in the next few days unless the 
French . are overwhelmed by the 
strength of the German advance. 

The German. advance is now de- 
veloping in ‘eight distinct columns of 
varying. strength. On the north is’a 
strong turning column estimated at 
70,000 men, which crossed the French 
border east of Lille, and is now 
threatening the left of the British line 
between Atras and Cambrai. East of 
this is the army under Gen. von Kluk, 
which is attacking the British line at 
Maubeuge. Next to the east is the 
army. under Gens. von Buelow and 
von Hausen, estimated at 300,000 men, 
that is trying to plerce the French 
line west. of the Meuse River. The 
army of Grand Duke Albrecht of 
Wurttemberg, operating from  Neuf- 
chateau, in Southern Belgium, is mak- 
ing an advance in force’ against the 
French line near Mezieres. 

The strongest army in the southern 
theatre of operations seerns to be that 
of the Crown Prince, which is ad- 
vancing from Metz and Luxemburg 
against the French line between Ver- 
dun and Montmedy. Only less strong 
than the above is the army. of Prince 
Rupprecht of Bavaria,. which is op- 
erating from the Saar River against 
the French line south-of Nancy. A 
small army under Gen. von Heeringen 
is advancing between Strassburg and 
‘Colmar to drive the French out of the 
Vosges Mountains, An Austrian army 
is .operating in the district from 
i Mtithausen to the Swiss border. The 
i distance between the above advancing 
columns is such that they seem to be 
separate armies, though they may be 
combined in groups under one head for 
combined movements to obtain definite 
objects. 


Dispositions of Allied Armies. 


The Atyision of control of the allied 
i forces CRnnot be so definitely given. 
The British forces from Arras to 
Maubeuge must form one contmand. 
The Sambre and Meuse theatre of op- 
erdtiéns between Maubeuge and Mezi- 
eres would naturally form .one group. 
The troops hoiditig the line of the 
Meuse between Mezieres and Verdun 
are probably the command charged 
with the ultimate defense of the zap 
between Reims and Vérdun in the 
French fortified lines. The Verdun- 
Nancy line of forts, or military cur- 
tain, must form one command, as does 








bétween Nancy and Epinal, now hold- 
ing the line of the Meurthe, belong to 
the army charged with the defense of 
this gap in the fortified line. There is 
also the army of two corps, about 
70,000 men, under Gen. Pau, which has 
recéntly withdrawn from Miilhausen.

defeat the German plan the Allies 
must’ ‘either hold firm against the 
German attack, must. divert the at- 
tack by an aggressive moye at some 
/other point, or if their line is about 
‘to be broken through must retreat 
early enough. to withdraw their forces 
in good.order to the next defersive 
position in the ‘rear. 
The Russian Armies. . 


The disposition of the Russian forces 
is now more clearly developed.. Their 
principal: army is in ‘East: Prussia, 
and: has pushed forward. rapidly from 
its base of Kovno and Vilina- until it 
how occupies an advance liné extend-, 
ing from. Tilsit southwest to the 
vicinity of Thorn. Poland has been 
stripped of troops in the south and 
west and the Polish Army has been 
moved north to form the left flank of 
the above advance. A portion of the 
Polish Army is in the vicinity of Lub- 
lin epposing the Austfian columns 
that have advanced from Przemysl in 
Galicia to Krasnik, thirty miles south 
of Lublin, The southern Russian Army 
is- pushing forward against Lemberg 
and the. passes through the Carpathian 
to the south. 

In 1908, when the Austrian annexa- 
tion ‘of Bosnia and Herzegovina led 
to a Russian protest which was sup- 
pressed by the German threat of war, 
Russia. changed the stations of the 
corps ‘of her active army from. their 
normal péace locations and established 
the greater part of her active armies 
within striking distance. of her west- 
ern frontier. This new disposition con- 
sisted of four corps at St. Petersburg, 
four corps at Vilna, five at Warsaw, 
five at Viev, two at Odessa, five at 
Moscow, two at Kazan; three in Cau- 
casia, and one on the Don. This 
change in disposition of forces ex- 
plains thé. early advance of the Rus- 
sian Armies in force. . 

A study of the above army stations 
indicates the probable strength of the’ 
Russian armies now at the front. Two 
of the St. Petersburg Ccrps are ‘prob- 
ably retained as a mobile army to 
drive off any German raiding force in 
Finland or the Baltic Provinces. The 
army invading East Prussia -would 
appear to be made up of two corps 
from St. Petersburg, four. corps from 
Vilna, five.corps from Moscow, &nd 
trvo corps from. Kazan, forming an 
army of thirteen corps, 500,000 men. 
The. Warsaw Conscription. District has 
five corps, 200,000 men, of which pos- 
sibly two’ corps have. been sent south 
te delay the Austrian advance, whilé 
three corps have’.moved north into 
East Prussia. “The Southern Army is 
probably composed of five corps from 
Kiev, two corps from Odessa, and one 
corps from the Don, a force of 300,- 
000 men, : 

There are three corps in Caucasia 
that might be sent to the western bor- 
der. It is highly ptobable, though, 
that they will be retained on the Turk- 
ish: border, ready for use in case the 
Turkish “‘ oppression ** of the Armen- 
ians should call for Russian interven- 
tion. 

The total Russian force at the front 
is estimated to be about 1,000,000 men. 
The reserve divisions are by now mov- 
ing .forward to reinforce the field 
army, and should raise it to 1,500,000 
men by the middlé of September. Au- 
thentic figures put “the number of 
men in Russia who have received mili- 
tary training at 5,900,000; in addition 
to these; she has an equal niimber of 
untrained men who can be called: to 
the. colors and trained for garrison 
duty. It is.possible that Russia has 
called 8,000,000 men to the colors, and 
it'is possible for her in time to. put 
4,000,000 of these in her armies at the 
front.

TSING-TAU, China, Aug. 28.—Two 
small Japanese cruisers yesterday 
drew the first shots from the Tsing

SHAN-TUNG, China, Aug, 27 (de- 
layed).—German reservists from’ dis-

Tsing-tau. Many of them, khaki- 
clad, are along the railway between 
Wei-Hsien, Province of Shan-Tung; 
and Tsing-tau. The first German 
outposts are at a village twelve miles 
from Tsing-tau. It is there that the 
bridge has been broken. 

The outer line of defense runs from 
the small River Litsun through the 
mountains, about eight miles from 
Tsing-tau. This line is not strongly 
fortified, and the ‘real défense prob- 
ably will be made across a narrow 
neck of land, only three-quarters of a 
mile long, three. miles from Tsing-tau. 

The mountains within this line are 
named Moltkeberg.. Bismarckberg, 
and Iitisberg.. Powerful guns are in 
position on the slopes. leading \ to 
these mountains. The defenses are 
strengthened by barbed wire entan- 
giements and mines'on the plain ‘be- 
tween the two ranges of mountains,

“WASHINGTON, Aug: 28 —The forti- 
fications of Paris and their ability to 
resist. a-siege are receiving the. close 
attention. of military observers, now 
that Pafis Is the announcéd objective 
point of the German forces, and the 
French Ministry of War has adopted 
urgent means of.strengthening the 
city’s. defenses to the utmost. 

“While the details of the defenses of 


000} Paris aré surrounded with strict se- 


erecy by the French military authori- 
ties, yet thelr general character and 
formidable strength ate well known 
to military experts, who recognize 


¥Y | them as among the strongest fortifica- 


tions in the world. 

They consist of three distinct circles 
sweeping arownd the city: First, the 
solid wall of masonry, eighteen feet 
high, _ extending ‘for twenty-two 
miles around the old sections of Paris; 
second, the system of seventeen de- 
tached forts arranged at intervals, two 
miles beyond the wall, and making a 
cireuit of the city thirty-four miles in 
extent, and, third, an outer girdle of 
forts, seventy-five miles In circuit, on 
the heights commanding the Valley of 
the Seine. 


Each Line of Defense Complete. 


Hach of these circles of masonry and 
steel is ‘& complete defense in itself, 
the forts being ‘linked together with’ 
redoubts, bastion, and glacis which 
permit a cross -fire against approach 
from any direction. The magnitude 
of the system is shown by its area, 
which is 400 square miles. 

The wall around Paris and the sev- 
enteen detached forts two miles be- 
yond it were built by- Louis Philippe. 
They sustained the German slege of 
1870-71, and the outer forts have since 
been greatly strengthened. ‘The third 
line of forts, onthe hills of St.. Ger- 
main; Cormilies, and Villiers, are of 
modern construction, with the latest 
types of batteries and heavy guns., 

e inner wait about Paris sur- 
rounds the best-known and most im- 
portant sections of the city, including 
the business sections along the Grand 
Boulevards, the residence sections on 
the north and west of the city, and the 
Latin Quarter and other sections of 
the left bank of the Seine. Outsideof 
the wall a circle of suburbs extends 
for many milés, including Neuilly, Ar- 
gentéuil, Versailles, Vincennes, and 
many others.. The forts of the second 
and third line of defenses are dotted 
among these suburbs, protecting them 
and the approaches to the capital. The 
wall contains ninety-three bastions 
and sixty-seven gates. Some of these 
have been abandoned, owing to the 
pressure of modern construction -and 
tride. ‘ But ‘recent advices received 
here from Paris say that all the gates 
still existing are now closed at 8 P. M., 
with rigid regulations against move- 
ments from within or without. 

The second line of forts includes 
the: famous fortress of .Mont Valérien, 
which was the centre of attack in the 
German. siege of 1870. It is strength- 
enéd by two groups of works—Pautes 
Bruyéres and the Chatillon fort and 
batteries. South of the city. is. the row 
of forts at Ivry, Bicetre, Mont Rouge, 
Vanves, and Issy; north and east of 
the. city are three great’ forts around 
St. Denis, and two others at. Fort 
Aubervillers and Fort Charenton, com- 
manding the approaches from the 
great wood of Bondy. 

The outer circle of forts, which are 
of the most modern type, have from 


24 to 60 heavy guns.and 600 to 1,200 
men each. 


Could Resist 500,000 Men. 

In ‘all, the three lines of defenses 
require 170,000 men to operate them, 
not counting troops assembled within 
the city.. According to military ex- 
perts, it would require a force of 500,- 
000 men to invest these defenses. 

Gen. von Moltke, Field Marshal of 
the German forces at the time of the 
Siege of Paris of, 1870-71, said in a re- 

rt on ‘that siegé that the French ar-
